The Red Cross Society, which has re- 
ceived a substantial check from, Am- 
bassador- Bacon, today established soup 
kitchens for the destitute at a hundred 
points.

Famous Art Factory Menaced. 

The foundations of the National 
Percelain Factory at Sevres are sink- 
ing. At many places in that vicinity 
the rush of water Was so rapid that the 
people did not have time to leave their 
homes. Automobiles are’ being used to 
assist the fire engines in the work of 
pumping. 

The work of building temporary dykes 
back of the parapets, which had begun 
at daylight, did not cease for a moment, 
however. In many places the soldiers 
labored in three feet of water damming 
the openings in the parapets and con- 
structing great holding dykes of stone 
and cement.

The prosecutions, inatituted by City 
Attorney Anderson, charged violation of 
the erdinances by placing on public 
highways obstructions not authorized by 
ordinance and by operating trains over 
streets.

In arguing the case, Attorney Ander- 
son referred to the bridge arbitrary and 
the 25-cent passenger charge as indicat- 
ing that the Terminal has pursued a 
policy oppesed to the city’s welfare.

The act gave the Government at 
Washington ‘extraordinary powers te 
punish libel against the Federal author- 
ities wherever committed. It was such 
lan act as was recommended by Lord 
‘Minto at Calcutta on Tuesday. The 
‘English Viceroy wants to “bridle literary 
license’ in tax-eaten India as the old 
Federalist party tried to,do in this coun- 
try in 1798. . 

Their sedition act expired by lHmitation 
‘in the administration of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, And the spirit of Jefferson, abroad 
in the land, prevented its revival at that 
time—and has kept it dead to this day. 

The indictment ¢ gainst the Press Pub- 
fishing Co. was procured on the assump- 
tion that a certain act of Congress, 
| passed in 1825, amounted to a sufficient 
resuscitation of the sedition law to cover 
the case at bar. Judge Hough holds 
[that this assumption was incerrect. 

‘ ‘The American is on record in protest 
against this. prosecution, and ali like at- 
tempts to make the law of libel an in- 
strument of political repression. On the 
16th of last Movember this paper pub- 
lished in its editorial columns a signed 
article by Mr. Hearst deprecating the 


Government in this case—as traversing 
the fundamental rights of a free press. 
The people have won with great la- 
bor and suffering the right to free 
speech and a free press. Let them be 
alert to maintain those. rights, and let 
them count as public enemies all who 
would destroy them. 
| For these are the fundamentations 
upon which the whole temple of liberty 
rests.

HE complete opin fon of Judge 

Hough in ordering the quash- 

ing of the indictment for crim- 
inal libel against The World, as re~ 
ported by the official stenographer 
‘of the United States Circuit Court, 
follows: 

Gentlemen, this question, deeply 
interesting as it is, having been 
presented in the necessary hurry 
of a jury trial, does not offer the 

opportunity for etudy and reflec- 
tion that it merits; yet in the 
progress of the case I have 
formed some very definite views 
which enable me to dispose of the 
motion now. 

The Court is relieved of much 
embarrassment by the form of 
one of the motions made. The 
jurisdiction of the Court is per- 
emptorily challenged by the mo- 
tion to quash. /Other motions 
have been made which will not 
be considered. But, inasmuch as 
a decision under a motion to 
quash is now speedily reviewable 
by the highest court, I shall dis- 
pose of the case under that mo- 


tion. 
‘@) presented is whether the 
sending by mail or other- 
wise in the ordinary course of 
business of libelous matter to & 
place without the county or dis- 
trict of original publication con- 
stitutes a crime punishable at the 
place of destination. If this ques- 
tion be answered in the affinma- 
_ tive, a further question must. still 
remain—viz., whether if such 
place of destination be within the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Unit- 
ed States, the crime of libel so 
committed ig cognizable in the 
national courts. This last ques- 
tion is the broader one, it is 
peculiarly Federal: in its nature, 
and to that question alone the 
decision about to be given is di- 
rected. 

This indictment is admittedly 
based upon the act of July 7, 1898, 
taken in conjunction with the ap- 
propriate portions of the penal 
law of New York then in force. 
There are some, propositions re- 
garding the jurisdiction of na- 
tional courts that appear to me to | 
be fundamental and appropriate 
to be remembered now. The ju- 
risdiction of any court of the 
United States below the Supreme 
Court is statutory only. Such 
courts, as has been eften said, 
though not inferior, are of lim- 
ited jurisdiction. Whatever juris- 
diction they severally exercise, 
must be based upon some act of 
Congress duly and constitution- 
ally enacted,

NE question that has: been 


argument repeatedly, and 

cannot, I suppose, be denied, 
that the mere fact. that by the 
game act or series of acts, crime 
is committed cognizable by the 
courts of both state and nation, 
affords no reason for limiting 
the jurisdiction to try the of- 
fenges committed to either tribu- 
nal. The offenses may be pun- 
ishable, and actually punished, 
by the tribunals of both. Such 
may be, and has been, in many 
cases, the result of the double 
allegiance by every citizen, and 
the double authority inherent both 
in the separate parts and in the 
‘mum total of whet the Chief 
Justice called an Iindissoluble 
union of indestructible states. 


It seems to. me that when the 
reasons for this admitted fact are 
examined they will be found to 
rest on the fundamental propost- 
tion that the National Govern- 
ment, although one of delegated 
powers, is within the limitation 
‘of such powers, not only supreme, 
but exclusive of every other con- 
estvable authority. It may well, 
therefore, happen that a mian who 
robs a store does also by such 
breaking and entering violate the 
postal laws, or that one who com- 
mits a forgery does by the same 
false writing violate the National 
Banking law. The last instance, 
I- think, ia an actual case that 
went to the Supreme Court. Such 
offenders subject themselves to 
two punishments, and they have 
no right to complain o1 apparent- 
ly double punishment because 
they have offended two sover- 


ly on the necessity of vindicating 
and sustaining the delegated pow- 
ers of authorities vested in the 
acts established by the constity- 
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tion. But inasmuch as no sov- 
ereignty worthy of the name can 
sustain itself and properly exer- 
cise its functions without exclu- 
sive possession, Ownership and 
control of some territory. the 
United States has, from the be- 
ginning, either retained or ac- 
quired land situated probably in 
every state in the Union and 
deemed suitable for military, 
naval and other naonal pur- 
poses, 


VER these reservations, or 
OC) many of them, it has al- 
ways maintained exclustve 
jurisdiction, either for eyery pur- 
pose or for such purposes as Con- 
gress may from time to time 
deem advisable. As has been said 
in argument, for the District of 
Columbia a: complete system of 
municipal law has been devised. 
Whether it be competent within 
the limitations of the Constitu- 
tion for Congress to extend that 
system ‘of law to all of those 
places or regions over which the 
United States possesses exclusive 
jurisdiction, I do not think need 
be now considered. It may be 
‘admitted that it can be done, but 
it cannot be denied that so far as 
such places within the boundaries 
of the several states are con- 
cerned, Congress hag never de- 
vised or created any complete 
system or law enforcable in and 
by the national courts. 

It seems to me that it is a plain 
distinction between that jurisdio- 
tion which grows out of the neo- 
essary exercise of national powers 
and that which is based on the 
physical ownership of acres of 
land, The first basia or founda- 
tion of jurisdiction is govern- 
mental, and fundamentally gov- 
ernmental. The existence and ex- 
ercise of that species of jurisdic- 
tion is vital to the national gov- 
ernment, but territorial jurisdic- 
tion is merely a convenience. It 
is frequently a very great con- 
venience, but it is no more than 
that. 


HE criminal statutes passed 
t in the exercise of congres- 
sional authority have al- 
ways, so far as they have come un- 
der my, observation, seemed to me 
to view offenses and offenders 
from one of two standpoints. The 
prescribed act is made an offense 
of crime because it either lessens 
the authority or attacks the sover- 
eignty or interferes with the op- 
erations of, or injures the prop- 
erty of the United States or else 
it is an offense against géneral 
municipal jaw whith happens to 
bo committed upon a place with- 
in the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
nation. 

Now, it may be, ft has tm the 
past been thought that, under 
some circumstances the crime of 
Hbel might be considered to im- 
pair the authority and interfere 
with the Government of the 
United States, but so far as I 
know, or am informed by counsel, 
_ this thought hag not found ex- 
pression in any national statute 
now in force. 

Therefore in this court the prime 
‘eharge in this indictment is to be 
regarded only as an offense 
againat the United States, if it 
is an offense against the law of 
New York, which happened to 
have been committed upon na- 
tional land physically within the 
Southern District of New York; so 
that in my view the ultimate 
question, or certainly one of the 
ultimate questions in this case, 
is @ very narrow one, but the 
consequences of answering that 
question in favor of the prosecu- 
tion seems to me also of very 
serious character. 


HE place where a crime is 
committed, for purposes of 
prosecution, is notoriously 

one upon which a great deal of 
very technical learning has been 
spent. One is guilty of larceny, 
not only in the county where he 
takes away the goods by virtue 
eof the original trespass with in- 
tent to steal, but in any county 
into which he trarsports the 
goods—the intent to steal centin- 
ues. 

Conspirators are responsible for 
their conspiracy, not only in that 
county wherein the originel un- 
lawful meeting of minds o0o- 
curred, but in any other county 
where an overt act contributing 
to the subject of conspiracy may 
have been performed. So here a 
libel may be published in one 
county or in many, and by the 
contention of the Government 
every publication is.a new of- . 
fenge, or, if you please, the en- 


tire series of publications consti- - 
tutes a continuing offense. In 
this case the extremely defama- 
tory matters printed as set forth 
in the indictment, and circulated 

03 shown by the evidence, may 
be assumed to have rendered the 
publisher liable at common law 
in every county in the State of 
New York where publication oc- 
curred, although by the present 
law of New York no more than 
ene prosecution can, be main- 
tained for that single libel. 

HESD illustrations have oc- 
curred to me since the trial 
began, and might be multi- 

plied, but these are sufficient, to 
my mind, to show that there 
were at the time when this act 
was passed many crimes which 
by their mature could give rise 
at common law to indictments 
in more places than one; and 
therefore the question seems 
most material whether it was the 
intention of the framers of these 
series of statutes of which the 
act of 1898 is, the last, to instruct 
the Federal courts to take cogniz- 
ance of any and every offense 
cognizable by local municipal 
law, wherever such courts would 
have jurisdiction, if each United | 
States District Court of the Cir- 
cuit Court for a given district 
could be regarded -as a court of 
plenary State jurisdiction (on the 
criminal side) for a county con- 
sisting of all the national lands 
within the district. 

It seems to me that this is a 
fair statement of the ultimate 
problem. To put it in another 
way, the question is this: 

THe libelous matter here com- 
plained of was printed and pub- 
lished in the County of New, 
York. Therefore, the State court, 
gitting in that county has juris- 
diction. It was also published in 
the County of Orange, therefore, 
the State court sitting in that 
county has jurisdiction. 

UT it was also published in 
R the West Point reserva- 
tion, which is both in the 
County of Orange and the South- 
ern District of New York, - and, 
therefore, this court has jurisdic- 
tion. 

To the proposition that this can 
be true, I am unwilling to yield 
assent, until instructed by higher 
authority. . Most of the rules of 
life on national reservations are 
and always have been guided and 
controlled by the laws of the 
State in -whieh the reservations 
are situated, and I feel that the 
burden of proof is upon those 
who assert that it was the inten- 
tion of Congress in 1825, or at any 
subsequent time, to intrust to the 
circuit and district courts of the 
United States the punishment of 
offenses other than those which 
were either begun and ended or 
primarily committed on a national 
‘property... In my judgment, Con- 
gress has never intended to do 
more than this. 

The very interesting history of 
legislation to which my attention 
has been called seems as present- 
ed to bear out this view; but it 
would be idle vanity on-my part 
to’ pretend that most of the mat- 
ter referred to in the argument 
has never received my personal 
study or attention, I am, however, 
of the opinion that the construc- 
tion of this act claimed by the 
prosécution is opposed to the spir- 
Mit and tenor of legislation for 
many years on the subject of na- 
tlonal territoria] jurisdiction. 

T is a novelty and the burden 
| of upholding a novelty is on 

him who alleges it. I am the 

more willing to the conclusion 
now evident, because this very 
interesting question can be law- 
fully presented to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and 
I am sure that the judgment of 
that court, or the time of jurors 
be occupied in going into a mat- 
ter which could not, in my judg- 
ment, if exploited with a question 
of law of this kind hanging over 
it, cannot be determined with 
any profit to the public, or any 
benefit to the administration of 
justice. 

It is, therefore, ordered that a 
judgment of this court be entered 
quashing the indictment herein, 
because upon the construction of 
the statute hereinbefore stated, 
the indictment is not authorized 
by the statuté upon which it 
resta. 

Mr. Wise: Before that is done I 
ask that a juror be withdrawn in 
order that no question of jeopardy 
may enter into the case.

t this is not @ prosecution com- 
ore upon the complaint of private 
individuals who are seeking vindication 
of private reputations. This is a pro- 
ceeding which was commenced by the 
President of the United States, through 
‘the Attorney-General of the United 
States, for the purpose of finding some 
means of punishing 4 libel upon the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and upon 
the officers of the Government.”’ 

The Court: What do you mean. by say- 
ing that this is not @ prosecution upon 
the complaint of private individuals? 
I confess I had supposed that in the 
United States for a pretty long time— 
for a period longer than the life of any 
man now living—what I understand by 
private prosecution today don’t exist any 
longer. 

Mr. Nicoll: Well, let me read, Your 
Honor, from the message, and I will 
show you: “The real offender is Mr, 
Joseph Pulitzer, editor and proprietor 
of The World. While the criminal~of- 
fense of which Mr. Pulitzer has been 
guilty is, in form, 4 libel upon individu- 
als, the great injury done is in blacken- 
ing the good" name of the American 
people. It should not be left to a pri- 
vate citizen to sue Mr. Pulitzer for libel. 
He should be prosecuted for libel by the 
governmental authorities. In point of 
encouragement of iniquity, in point of 
infamy, of wrongdoing, there is noth- 
ing to choose between a public servant 
who betrays his trust, a public servant 
who is guilty of blackmail or theft or 
financial] dishonesty of any kind, and a 
man guilty as Joseph Pulitzer has been 
guilty in this instance. 

‘It ig therefore a high national duty 
to bring to justice this villifer of the 
d/.merican people, this man who wantonly 
and wickedly, without one shadow of 
justification seeks to blacken the char- 
acter of reputable private citizens and 
to convict the Government of his own 
country in the eyes of the civilized 
world of wrong-doing of the basest and 
foulest kind, when he has not one 
shadow of justification of any sort oar 
description for the charge he has made. 
The Attorney-General has under consid- 
eration the form in which the proceed- 
ings against Mr, Pulitzer shall be 
brought.”

The Court: All I wanted to say to you 
was that I don't see that it makes a 
particle of difference in the legal aspect 
of the matter who recommended these 
proceedings or how it began, or what 
the circumstances were attending this 
indictment, as long as the forms of law 
were complied with, and as far as i 
have yet to hear they were.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Just what 
the charges are that Louis R. Glavis 
makes against Richard A. Ballinger, 
Secretary of the  {Interior, were 
made clear to the Congressional Inves- 
tigation Committee before its first ses- 
sion adjourned. Louis D. Brandeis of 
Boston, of specig] counsel for Glavis, 
informed the committee that it was 
not one act, but a series of acts and 
circumstances, upon which the charges 
are based. 

Particularizing, Mr. Brandeis said 
that Mr. Ballinger had acted as an at- 
torney in drawing up an agreement in 
escrow and deed= in the Wilson Coal 
Co. cases in Lewiz ‘ounty, Wash., these 
cases being an aileged fraud upon the 
land laws, this being before Ballinger 
entered the Government service, and 
his name not appearing in the court 
records of the case. 

As Commissioner of the Land Office 
in 1907, said Brandeis, Ballinger did not 
show due diligence in further investi- 
gating the alleged frauds connected 
with the Cunningham coal land cases in 
Alaska, and was otherwise involved im- 
properly therein. 

Glavis was before the committee and 
both he and his attorney were closely 
questioned by its members. Thé hearing 
will be resumed fomorrow.

why any editor who happened to put 
out an article which someone claimed 
Tio be libelous will be compelled to 
spend the balance of his life in con- 
testing criminal prosecution.” 

The Court: Of course, if you think 
that very interesting and very vexe 
question under the removal act throws 
any light on the question that we have 
here, I am more than willing to listen 
to you, I assure you; but hitherto I 
have been quite unable to see that the 
questions under the removal act on this 
general question as affected by State 
lines is of any assistance on the ques- 
tion which we have before us now. If 
you think otherwise, pray g0 On. 

Mr. Nicoll: I do not intend to go on 
with that, because that is, of course, 
another question. But I am only ad- 
| vancing that matter now for the pur- 
pose of showing. what the consequences 
of this construction of the act on the 
part of the Government, is leaving 
the question of the power to remove 
altogether out of the case—which has 
been denied by Mr. Justice Anderson 
in the decison of the Indianapolis News 
case—but leaving it out of the case, 
that does not affect the question as to 
whether or not an indictment could pe 
found in the Southern District of New 
York, based upon a publication and its 
circulation of the article there, he might 
still be indicted there, and if the de- 
‘fendant should be there, or should go 
there, of course he couid be prosecuted 
there. An indictment could be found 
against him on the theory of a con- 
structive presence, but if he happens to 
go into the jurisdiction there is noth- 
ing to prevent the United States from 
proceeding as-they find the defendant 
corporeally present. 


A Vexed Question. 
The Court: That is a very vexed ques- 


tion, which is not confined to the Fed- 
eral courts by a great deal. I cannot 
see that it assists us at all. I think it is 
matter of history pretty well known to a 
great many of us. that. there’ was at 
least one eminent editor of New York 
who had great difficulty in getting to 
Washington without being arrested for 
20 years. ‘ 

Mr. Nicoll: The Government claims 
that case has been overruled. . 

The Court: That had nothing to do 
with the Federal Court at all, but on 
account of indictments that were lurk- 
ing for him in the. several states be- 
tween here and Washington. . 

Mr. Nicoll; No. In interpreting these 
statutes we.cannot be. governed by 
what a fair-minded, broad-minded, con- 
Scientious, learned Attorney-General 
would do under it. The question is what 


it be put by anyone who would call for 
acts of Oppression? That is the test of 
the statute, and I am showing now to 
what uses it may be put. I am not say- 
ing that we may-not be able finally to 
resist the action of a government which 
would seek to put the statute to such 
uses, but I am stating now what the 
contentiop’of the Government is as to 
what can bé done under this statute; 
and I am advancing this for the purpose 
of showing Your Honor that it cer- 
tainly never was in the minds of the 
authors of this’ act, or of the successive 
congresses which passed it, to strike 
such a blow at the freedom of the 
press; at the liberty which had been 
guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
United States and by all the state gov- 
ernments. 

“It is impossible for the mind of man 
to conceive a greater blow at the free- 
dom of the press than any such prac- 
tice as the Government resorts to in 
this case. We tad better have the sedi 
tion law, or even the Star Chambe: 
again, than be subject to a statute whic! 
permits 1000 indictments, and I. don't 
know how many trials, in all the dif- 
ferent parts of the United States in th: 
different judicial districts. That is the 
point of my argument. I am not dis 


they have-no bearing and I won’t take 
the time of the Lourt with them. I an 
only saying that the interpretation th. 
Government puts upon it—and acceptin: 
their interpretation for the purpose o{ 
showing Your Honor that no such stat 
ute and ne such practice as this coul 
ever have been in the minds of the 
framers of the act. 

“If this can happen, if a man can be 
tried in different parts of the country, 
what becomes then of the constitutiona. 
guarantee that he must be tried in the 
State and district where the crime was 
committed? What becomes of the con- 
stitutional guarantee that a man shal! 
not be put. twice in Jeopardy for the 
same offense?” 

The Court: Mr. Nicoll, if you will par- 
don me, that is going around in a cir. 
cle, because that is assuming there is 
only ene place where the crime is com- 
mitted. 

Cites Pennsylvania Case, 

Mr. Nicoll then cited @ case of an in- 
dictment for Mel found in Lucerne 
County, Pennsylvania, against the pub 
lisher of a Slavonic newspaper pub- 
lished in New York and circulated in 
Lucerne. The complainant was a resi- 
dent \of New York, living temporarily 
in Lucerne County. On behalf of the 
defendant a motion to dismiss the in- 
dictment was made on the ground that 
the court was without jurisdiction. The 
case was decided by Presiding Judge 
Henry A. Hall of the Twenty- fifth Ju- 
dicial District of Pennsylvania, who 
said: 

“That the evidence shows this news- 
paper in which the alleged defamatory 
matter was published was printed in 
New York, which is the residence of

State | Committee Opposes 
Stephens as Chairman Be- 
cause of Record. 


MORE MONEY NEEDED 


Member Declares Contribu- 
tions Are of More Impor- 
tance Than Controversy. 


The Folk-Stone-Francis compact, to 
make former Gov. Lon V. Stephens 
chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, has caused a storm of opposi- 
tion among members of that body, who. 
are in special session Thursday at Dem- 
ocratic headquarters, in the Common- 
wealth Trust Building. 

The record of the Stephens guberna- 
torial administration is being cited by 
the leaders as the chief reason why 
Stephens should not be allowed to suc- 
ceed Chairman Rubey. 

One of the committeeman told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the fact that 
Stephens had signed the notorious 
breeders’ law, legalizing gambling at 
the racetracks, and the St. Louis street 
railway consolidation bill were enough 
to preclude his candidacy from earnest 
consideration. 

That Francis, Folk and Stone should 
have attemtped to influence the com- 
i'mittee’s action is being resented by 
Vice-Chairman Johnson and his asso- 
clates. 

Rubey May Be Retained. 

As a result, Chairman Rubey, who fs 
willing to resign when the various fac- 
tions have agreed on his successor, will 
probably be retained. 

“IT don’t know what will be done at 
today’s meeting, but it seems to me the 
committee is not im need of advice,” 
said Vice-Chairman Johnson. 

“It will be recalled that at our recent 
meeting we issued a statement saying 
that all talk of a new chairman shouid 
cease. Nothing has happened since 
then, except the meeting of certain lead- 
ers a few days ago at the Southern 
Hotel, to change our views of the situa- 
tion. 

‘IT have no preference for chairman, 
but if we must have a new one, I 
think his public record should be above 
criticism. All I-know, however, about 
any of the candidates who have been 
mentioned is what I have read in the 
newspapers.” - 

Kinuaey Opposes Appointment, 

Senator Kinney said: ““The party can- 
not afford to take a step backward at 
this time“and nominate somebody. who 
will be displéasing to the Democratic 
rank and file. . 

“We have committed the organization 
‘to @ new deal and I think it ought to 
have it.” 

According to. one of the leaders, the 
law reguires that the chairman of the 
State Committee shall be a member of 
that body. Stephens is not a committee- 
man. ) 
Vice-Chairman Johnson says’ that 
more important than the chairmanship 
is the question of raising money for 
the coming campaign. 

“We need money and will be glad to 
hear from. any good Democrat who 
wants to contribute. You can’t have 
organization witheut a little of the coin 
of the realm.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Beet 
Trust has got President Taft ‘‘mad,” 
and it is in for ajl that ‘the law and 
the evidence will allow the Government 


to do to it. 
Frederick W. Upham of Chicago, now 


in Washington, was so confident that 
he had a favorable decision from the 
administration that he is said to have 


sent word to Eaward Morris of the 
Chicago packing interests that there 
would be no criminal prosecution, and 
that Wade Eliis, assistant to the At- 
torney-General, was going West at once 
to ward off anything’ serious in the 
United States courts. 

As Mr. Upham, the Western treasurer 
of the Republican National Committee, 
raised most of the money in the West 
for Mr. Taft’s campaign, and had con- 
sulted with Postmaster-General Hitch- 
cock, former head of the Republican 
Committee, and Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham here, the situation looked omi- 
nous according to persons identified 
with the prosecution, until it was made 
Known at the White House. Then there 
was a scene of a President in action, 
saying things that were definite and 
to the poiht. 

Judge Landis Complains. 
It appears that Judge Landis of the 
United States District Court at Chicago 
complained that he started the Beef 
Trust inquiry and that Wasnington was 
United States 
District Attorney Sims, also of .Chicago, 
suggested that it wowld be well to hold 
off Mr. Ellis and let him and Judge 
Landis run the suit. | , 

.On the other hand, this, unknown to 
Mr. Upham, was happening at the 
White House: Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham called with Mr.:sims’ telegram 
and asked what the President thought 
about it. He explained that Mr. Ellis 
was in doubt as to wheth he should 
go. The President told Mr. Wickersham 
to start Mr. Ellis at once for Chicago, 
and to have him take charge of the in- 
quiry 4nd td stay as long as was -nec- 
essary. Mr. Ellis started at 4 o'clock. 

On the subject of criminal prosecution 
it was said at the White House that 
the administration will insist on every 
penalty the law prescribes. 

Taft Waiting for Congress. 

The Government here has been work- 
ing on the weef Trust from its own 
angle for nearly two months and_in- 
tends to see that the inquiry shall hot 
be confined to Chicago. 

The evidence produced in the Govern- 
ment’s investigation is a part of the in- 
formation that the President is gather- 
ing for his message to Congress on the 





er Congress will pass one of the nu- 
merous resolutions for an inquiry. If 
such an inquiry is not started ‘soon the 
President will send a message summa- 
rizing the information that has come tu 
him from all over the United States 
and suggest definite congressional ac- 
tion to cure the evil.
